A
capitulation, whereby the whole army at
Bedan are prisoners of war, has just been
eoncluded with General Wimpfen, command-
ing instead of Marshal MacMahon, who is
wounded, The Emperor snrrendered him-
self to me.  As he has no command and left
everything to the Regent at Paris, his resi-
dence 1 sball appoint after an interview with
bim, at 2 rendezvous te be fixed imme-
dintely.

“LonpoN, Saturday, 115 P. M.—The
Emperor and MacMshon's army surrendered
at Sedan to the King. The Emperor’s resi-
dence is to be appointed by the King, after
an interview with him. The capitulation
was concluded with General Wimpffen in-
stead of MacMahon, who was wounded.

From a chaos of unintelligible and conflicting
telegrams we gather that MacMahon was pro-
ceeding to the relief of Metz, when he was en-
countered and driven back by the Germans, who
pursued him so ¢losely and eonstantly that col-
lisions were inevitable. Hence conilicts have
been reported all the week.

There was serious work at Sedan on Tuesday
when MacMahon was perched on the helghts of
Vaux, near Carignan. Thither came the Em-
peror on Tuesday, and on that day 30,000 of
MacMahon's army was abtacked between
Mouzon and Moulins. This was the first battle
of Besumont, reported by King Willlam to the
Queen. The French were drivem over the
Meuse to Monzon, and the emcounter on the
other bank of the river became general,

The French were expelled from Vaux,

and only faced about om Weadnesday between.

Douzy and Bazailles, with the Meuse and Cher
between them and the enemy, and a severe en-
gngement oceurred.

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Genernl de Fallly.

A cable telegram frem Brussels announces that
General Fallly has been shot, one report stating that
It wag by order of Marshal MacMalon, and unother
by his own men., The miserable part which he has

Plerre Louis Achille de Failly was born in the year
1505, He received his military education at the
school of 8t, Oyr, and at the thne of the revolulion
in 1845 was a lleutenant-colonel of a regunent of the
line, As a brigadier-geperal he took part in the Cri-
mean war and distinguished himself greatly in the
service, especially in the battles of the Alma, of the
Mamelon Vert, and of Tracktir. After his return
from this campaign he was made an alde-de.camp
to the Emperor, and io the [talian war he had com-
mand of adivision of General Niel's army corps. In
this war he distinguished himself at the batties of
Magenta and Solferino.  He was selected in 1567 to
quell the Garibaldlan movement, and In doing 5o
made the Urst trial on a large scale of the Chasse-
pot,

proof shoull consist of certificates Issned by the
captains of the qualitled ports of the fsland, which
the consignees of the vessel should pressnt within
thirty days, counting from the Jdate of the notice of
the trposed fine, but as various petitions have been
presented as to the dimenlty and cost In many cases
of > procuring  this proof, this Intendantey
deslgn to give commerce and navigation all the
facilities compatible with law and the Intercsin of
the Treasury, after having heard the reports of the
central section of customs, and the Board of Finance
has decreed that custom houses shall conslder as
sufficlent proof for the purpose indicited a certin-
cate of the consul of the port where the vessel en-
ters, in which shall be stated that, according to
an  examination of the log or log books
presented to him for that purpose by the
master, said vessel has not been in any port of the

being also at liberty to exact snch data as they may
consider necessary to certifly with exactness upon
the subject, which s hereby published in the (Gacety
for gencral information.
